ACONITUM  autumnale  (Monkshood).  This  plant 
grows  about  18  in.  high.  Deep,  purplish-blue  flowers 
of  good  size  in  September-October,  when  this  color  is 
seen  hardly  anywhere  in  gardens.  Each  30c.,  doz.

Napellus.  Large,  dark  blue  flowers;  very  effective;  about 
4-5  ft.  high  in  August.  Showy.  Each  30c.,  doz.  $3.00.

DIANTHUS  Allwoodii.  In  varieties.  This  new  type  of 
perfect  hardy  pinks,  or  rather  Carnations,  will  flower 
from  May  until  late  Autumn;  single  flowers  often  will 
stand  comparison  with  many  greenhouse-grown 
varieties  as  to  size  and  form.

Light  yellow, 
big,  more  open  flowers. 

Orange  Globe.  Large,  golden  orange,  fine,  globular 
shape. 

Lemon  Queen.  Large  flowering,  very  light  yellow. 
Any  of  the  above  varieties,  35c.  each,  $4.00  per  doz. 


TRITOMA  or  KNIPHOFIA  (Red  Hot  Poker).  These 
are  the  most  unique  plants  in  cultivation,  easy  grow- 
ing, and  with  liberal  treatment  will  produce  the  most 
striking  effects  in  the  hardy  border.  Preferable  to 
plant  them  in  Spring  to  get  them  established.  When 
established  they  winter  well  under  protection  or  they 
may  be  wintered  in  cool  cellar. 

uvaria  (Aloides).  The  old-fashioned  Red  Hot  Poker; 
large  spikes  of  bright  red  and  yellow  flowers  on  3-5  ft. 
stems,  flowering  from  September  until  very  late,  as  a 
little  frost  does  not  destroy  them.  Each  30c.,  doz.

Express.  Very  early  flowering  hybrid,  of  mostly  light 
yellow  color,  turning  to  orange  in  June.  About  5-6  ft. 
tall,  very  sowy.  Each  60c. 

Pfitzeri  (Corallina).  The  ever-blooming  Flame  Flower; 
from  July  until  frost.  The  most  distinct  and  beautiful 
variety — as  well  for  massing  as  for  cutting.  Each
